fice and was 21 years old. He was a 
young man of pleasant appearance, 
and a great favorite with women. He 
lived at the Kenmore, a large boarding 
house on Capitol Hill, in this board- 
ing house also lived a large number 
of other government clerks, both men 
and women, and also Robert Bonine.

Ayres was found dead in his room 


on the morning of May 15, 1901.

room was on the fourth floor. The 
door was locked on the inside and had 
to be forced.

Half Dozen Persons Shot, Several Fa- 


tally and the Remainder Severely. 
Second Assault Repulsed—The State 
Militia Ordered Out to Quell the 
Disturbance. 
Madisonville, Ky., Novl 18.—As the 


result of another outbreak at the coal 
mines near here J. H. Smith, a negro, 
striker, is dead; George Crouch, an- 
other striker, is fatally wounded, 
while John West, Hat Dawson and Na- 
than Bush, all guards, are badly hurt. 
The trouble occurred at the mines of i 
the Providence Coal company, 17 
miles from here. The attacking party, 
some 75 or 80 strong, first fired on the 
engine house, and then ia a few min- 
utes the company's stables were sur- 
rounded. A horse and a mule were 
killed and several other animals dis- 
abled. By this time the guards were 
becoming active and the attackers 
formed in a semi-circle over the brow 
of the hill. From there they poured 
a well directed fire upon the houses 
occupied by the nonunion employes 
and their families. 
Men aroused by 


the crash of bullets rushed to small 
timber piles, arranged for use in such 
an emergency, and from behind these 
returned the fire. The attacking par- 
ty, while sending volley after volley 
into this quarter, -kept up a steady 
fire on the tipple, engine room, stable 
and other buildings of the company 
while the guards for their part were 
doing effective work. The battle raged 
for almost an hour and a half, when 
the assailants withdrew, leaving Smith 
dead and Crouch shot through and 
through, on the field. How man* 
wounded they took with them is nol 
known, but the leader was seen to fal 
and it is believed some of the part} 
who went to his rescue were hit. 


Following the battle at the Provi 


dence mine there were riots at other 
Kentucky mines. An attack was made 
on the nine guards at the Monarch 
mines, three miles from Earlington, but 
it was repulsed. Two employes of the 
Sti Bernard Coal company at Morton's 
Gap were fired upon by a man who 
sprang from behind a tree. There was 
much trouble at other places, but nei- 
their injury nor loss of life followed. 


A detachment of the state militia 


has been ordered out by the governor. 
The Madisonville company is doing 
patrol duty at the mines.

Plan to Establish a Republic, With 


Datvson as the Capital— Americans 
Said to Be Ringleaders In the Plot. 
Ammunition and Pro\ isioiis Shipped 
to Points la the Klondike. 
San Francisco, Nov. 18. — The dis- 


covery of what is alleged to be a huge 
conspiracy existing in Dawson and ex- 
tending to Skagway, Victoria, Vancou- 
ver and Seattle, is published here. The 
plot is for overthrow of the Canadian 
government of the Northwest Tern 
tory and the establishing of a republic 
with Dawson as its capital. According 
to the details of the story arms, am- 
munition and provisions have been 
taken in over the railroad and cached 
at strategic points. Prominent Ameri- 
can residents of Skagwa> are said to 
be ringleaders in the conspiracy. Min- 
ers to the number of 5,000 are said to 
await the summons to arms, ready to 
fight for the independence fiom Do- 
minion rule of the gold field camps 
and towns. The plan is to overpower 
the mounted police arrest the civil 
authorities and take the government 
into their own hands. The rigors of 
the Arctic winters would give the in- 
surgents six months' immunity from 
attack by Canadian or British troops, 
and the adventurous arch-conspirators 
hope for intervention or outside as- 
sistance by the time of melting of ice 
and snow will permit the invasion of 
their isolated republic. 


It is further i elated that a hurried 


conference, lasting until midnight, 
was held at Skagway Nov. 5, at which 
was present Captain Corngan of the 
Northwest mounted police, who had 
arrived from across the Canadian bor- 
der. Judge Brown and Major Hovey, 
commanding the United States troops 
at Skagway, attended the meeting. 
This was the last of several hasty 
consultations between the civil and 
military representatives of the two 
powers in relation to the mysterious 
transportation of supplies into the in- 
terior and rumors of a conspiracy to 
lead the miners in a revolt against 
Canadian government in t*he North- 
west Territory. Those present main- 
tained subsequently the strictest si- 
lence concerning the new evidence 
laid before them, and their evident 
anxiety helped to confirm the rumors 
of conspiracy. 


Captain Corngan took a train back 


across the border the next morning, 
while United States Marshal Shoupe 
embarked on the first steamer for 
Seattle, which port he reached several 
days ago. The object of his visit was 
presumably to confei by telegraph 
with the authorities at Washington. 


Stone Abduction. 


Sofia, Bulgaria, Nov. 18 — The brig- 


ands who abducted Miss Ellen M. 
Stone, the American missionary, and 
Mme. Tsilka, her companion, have not 
yet replied to the latest proposals of 
Mi. Dickinson, diplomatic agent of the 
United States in Sofia. 
This is be- 


lieved to be due to the fact that the 
band has many leaders and that the 
latter are unable to agree among 
themselves. There is a general im- 
pression here that time is being frit- 
tered away while waiting for the brig- 
ands to reduce their demands. It is 
felt that the only means bj which the 
matters can be brought to a head is 
to inform them as to the sum avail 
able for ransom and to declare that 
this can not be increased for any con- 
sideration whatever. Such an ultima- 
tum might endanger the life of Miss 
Stone, but it is more probable that the 
brigands will accept this condition. 


Madman on a Train. 


Indianapolis, Nov. 18. — Passengers 


on the Big Four southwestern limited, 
which reaches this city from Cleve- 
land at 11:30 a. m., were terrorized by 
an insane man, who got on the train 
some miles out of Cleveland and be- 
came violent.
